MAN GOES TO’ MONTANA 


HERE THE CRIME OF TRAIN ROB- 
BING IS A CAPITAL OFFENSE. 


Chief of Detectives Desmond Believes 
the Woman May Have Taken 
Active Part in the Robbery, 
Masquerading as a Boy. 


Federal warrants charging forgery of 
signatures to bank notes were issued 
Thursday afternoon aganist Laura Bul- 
lion, alias Clara Hayes, alias Laura 
Coxey, alias Della Rose, who, masquer- 
ading as Mrs. Nellie Rose, was arrested 
at the Laclede Hotel Wednesday when 
about to depart with a grip containing 
approximately, bank notes to the value 
of $8500, which were stolen in the Great 
Northern train robbery. 

The signatures of officers of the Hele- 
na National bank had been forged to 
some of the notes. 

The maximum penalty tor the offense 
charged is 15 years in the penitentiary. 

The case will be called to the attention 
of the federal grandjury. That body is 
now in session and an immediate indict- 
ment against the woman is considered 
probable. 

In that event she will go to trial before 
Judge Adams of the United States Dis- 
trict Court within the next two weeks. 

Since death is the pemalty for train 
robbery in Montana, the federal govern- 
ment is willing to let the man be tried 
there. 

“It is not improbable that Laura Bul- 
lion, disguised as a boy, took active part 
in the Montana train robbery,” said 
Chief of Detectives Desmond to the 
Post-Dispatch Thursday morning. »

‘Jack’ spotted them in a minute,” said 
Ww. B. Hays, Jr., another teller in the bank, 
who occupies the same ‘“cage’’ as Mr. 
ee me discussing the incident Thurs- 

day. ‘“‘He knew ata glance that they were 
the stolen article. I was astonished my- 
self at the quickness with which he de- 
tected them.’ 

Hiays took the notes from Jacquemin, go 
proud was he of his partner's feat. and 
showed them to the cashier, C. O. Austin, 
at the same time telling him how quickly 
Mr. ere yr had detected them. 

Mr. Austin notified John E. Murphy, the 
federal secret service agent, by phone, and 
then he called in the Pinkertons and Chief 
Desmond's men. The arrest of “Arnold” 
and his woman companion and the recov- 
ery of the $7000 in stolen bank notes was 
accomplished. 

Clever as the capture of “Arnold” by 
Chief Desmond’s«men may have been, it 
was Jacquemin’s eagle eye that made it

Longbaugh, according to hi# record as 
furnished by the Pinkerton agen@y, has 
been a criminal ever since he was a boy.

ag (~~, “ when Longbaugh was a 
mere y e was arrest charge of 
horse stealing, was convicted and served a 
term of 18 months in the county jail. 

Instead of tending to reform him Lon 
baugh’'s first brush with the law only made 
him the more determined to continue a 
criminal career. He allied himself with a 
gang of horse thieves and for several years 
this gang terrorized the western country,. 
where they confined their operations. 

In the latter part of the 80's Longbaugh 
sought more profitable flelds. His daring 
had increased and he had developed into a 
man of powerful physique. His rough life 
on the plains and the exposures to which 
he had been subjected developed the na- 
tural powers with which nature had en- 
dowed him, and when he was taken up by 
the gang of railway and express robbers he 
was a veritable giant and he feared nothing. 
He was just the sort of a man the gang 
wanted. 

In December 1892, Longbaugh and Bill 
Madden and Harry Bass stopped the Great 
Northern train near Malta, Mont., and with 
Winchester rifles held the train crew and 
passengers at bay while the express car 
was looted. The safe was blown with dyna- 
mite. The amount of valuables obtained by 
this robbery was never accurately known. 


He Kills 
the Sheriff. 
The sheriff of the county in which the 
robbery occurred organized a posse and 
gave pursult. They struck trail and after 


a horseback chase of more than a hundred 
miles they overtook the robbers. 

A battle ensued. Bass and Madden were 
made captives. Longbaugh managed to 
reach his horse and mount it. The sheriff 
gave chase and when he came within rifle 
shot range Longbaugh rose in his ree 
and fired. His aim was true and the sheriff 
pitched from his horse dead. 

Longbaugh escaped. Bass and Madden 
were convicted. Bass received ten years in 
the penitentiary and Madden was sentenced. 
to 14 years. 

The next time Longbaugh was heard from 
by the authorities was two years later 
when he and “Butch” Cassidy and another 
unidentified man looted the First National 
Bank at Winnemucca, Nevada. The rob- 
bers were mounted and armed to the 
teeth. It was a whirlwind job and was 
successful, the trio escaping with several 
thousand dollars. 

On June 28, 1897. the bank at Belle 
Fouche. 8. D., was robbed. This job was 
accomplished by ao h, who had as- 
sumed the name of Jones; Harvey 
Logan, alias Curry and Tom Day and 
Walter Putney. The safe was blown, but 
the authorities were aroused soon and af- 
ter a long chase and a fierce fight all of 
the robbers were captured. 

Longbaugh and Harvey Logan were sent 
to the Sail at Deadwood to await trial. 
While confined in jail they escaped. They 
had assistance from the outside and it te 
supposed that the gang with whom he had 
been allied furnished the assistance that 
gave him and Logan their libe a.

Work of Repairing Asphalt Thorough- 
fares Will Begin at 
Once. 


Street Department officials now plan to 
put new surfaces on every asphalt street 
in St. Louis within the next six months 

Assistant Street Commissioner Hemenway 
said Thursday morning that the work of 
resurfacing the asphalt streets would be 
undertaken as soon as a Dill for that pur- 
pose, which has passed the Council and 


House of Delegates, is signed by the mayor. 

Locust and Pine streets, on which the 
asphalt surface is now badly worn, will be 
the first streets to be renovat 

The bill which now awaits the mayor's 
signature authorizes the Board of Public 
Improvements to contract for the repair 
and maintenance of the asphalt street for 
a period of ten years.

Assistant Commissioner Hemenway says 
that the board will declare the resurfacing 
of the streets to be necessary as soon as 
the contract has been awarded.

The city’s asphalt repair plant on Duncan 
avenue, near Vandeventer avenue, has been 
closed, and will not be re-opened during 
the period of the contract.

BAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 7.—Paris cables 
pay that Tahiti, the French island colony 
fm the Pacific, is fast becoming American- 
ized to such an extent that alarm is ex- 
pressed here by Frenchmen interested in 
colonial affairs lest the island shall ulti- 
mately come in to the possession of the 
United States.

EXCHANGE PREFERS CHARGE 


He Is Accused of Taking Oats From 


Car. Making It Appear Short 
Weighed. 


Adolph H. Kalter of #15 Olive street, the 
proprietor of a hay and grain store at 
Theresa avenue and Papin street, was ar- 
rested Wednesday noon by Detectives Mc- 
Cormick and Field on a charge of grand 
larceny, preferred by the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, from which body he was expelled 
two weeks ago. 

On March 6 last the directors of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange began action against 
Kalter in response to complaints made by 
customers in adjacent states. The arrest is 
the result of this investigation. 

Kalter was arrested on a bench warrant. 
The grandjury at its first report will re- 
turn an indictment against him. 

The prisoner was taken to the Four Courts 


and admitted to bail in the sum of $1000, 
Peter McGauley of Salem, Ill, being the 
bondsman. Kalter departed from the city 
last night, informing his family that his 
impaired health demanded a visit to French 
Lick Springs. 

The specific charge against Kalter is that 
on Sept. 10 he took $47 worth of oats from 
a car which he had bought from Parrott 
& Baxter, commission merchants, and neg- 
lected to weigh them. By this method the 
car appeared to have been short-weighed. 
The grain was shipped to 8t. Louis from 
Vandalia in a Chicago & Alton car. 

An ill-founded report which has become 
current in markets tributar atk to St. Louis 
to the effect that short weights are of fre- 
quent occurrence in this city is one of the 
causes which led the board of directors to 
take this action. Members of the exchange 
say they are determined to vindicate St.

According to Her Statement to Police, 
He Committed Deed After 
Quarrel With Her.
